LOSS OF A SINGAPORE STEA’ 

Tho Straits Times of tho Slat-ult, contains 
the followitig account of :o, muyino disnater 
which has acourred in tho;Stmits Settle- 
monte t= 7 ie: we ee 

Tt is our. melancholy. duty. to ohro- 
niclo a sad.and calamitous accident, one 
similar to which hins- sery soldom happened 
in our waters, “We allude to tho torcible 
nows raovived by. the S..5. Sissie yosterday, 
afternoon, too late for ablication on that 
day, of tho total loss o tha SS. Bentan 
from a-collision with a large steamer as yot 
not} with certainty, known, Out of all tha 
erew and passengers on board, amounting it 
js soid to upwards of 2 Q souls, only 16 
woro picked up by the Sissie, of whom ton 
are Malays from the interior, one Kling, 
and five Chinoso, one of wham ia the ateve- 
dore of the Bentan, snd who is tho only 
ona who ean give.any Bort of roliable ace, 
avunt af the collision. The Sissie arrived 

“yesterday: aftornoon: at half-past 2 p.m. 
“with the 16 men whom sho hat picked up 
about 3 am, off Bata Paohat, and who 
wero landed at the Master. Attendant’s 
office, Our reporter. this. morning inter- 
viewod the Malay man who avo evidence 
before Oaptain ‘Bradbery, and from. his 
atatcmnout it vould appear that the accident 
occurred at about half past twolve o'clock 
the night before last.
